No. 51.—Notes on the Rainfall and General Weather Conditions in Western Australia during July, 
August and September, 1953. 


July. 

Pressure.—Cyclonic pressure systems off the south-west corner of the State dominated the 
weather in the sub-tropics during the first half of the month. High pressure systems strengthened 
over the sub-tropics during the latter half and only the South-West Division was influenced by 
cyclones in this period. 

Fine weather continued in the tropics during July as the result of the persistence of an 
anticyclonic system over the area. 

Yinds.—In the sub-tropics winds were principally north-east to north-west for the first 


half of the month. They became lighter and more variable during the remainder of the period 
in the more northern areas and in the southern districts westerlies were more prevalent. 


Structural damage was caused in the south-west coastal districts by westerly gales on the- 


13th and 14th. 
’ Throughout the month the tropics experienced north-east to south-east winds. 


Temperature.—Temperatures were generally above normal throughout the State except 
in the South-West and South-Eastern Divisions, where lower temperatures were more prevalent. 
Widespread frosts were reported on several days from inland districts during the last fortnight. 

The highest temperature for the month was 98 degrees at Kalumburu on the 23rd, and the 
lowest, 24 degrees, was recorded at Laverton on the 22nd. 


Rainfall.—There were widespread falls during the first fortnight extending from the West. 
Gascoyne to the South-Eastern Division. 

From the 16th onwards rain was confined to the South-West Division where it was general 
but lighter than the falls earlier in July. Despite widespread high totals in the first fortnight 
July rainfall was below normal in the South-West Division due to the light falls in the second 
half of the month. 

Because of the heavy June falls, and the concentration of the following rains in the first 
fortnight of July, flooding was reported in many agricultural areas early in the month. 

The highest monthly total received was 788 points at Jarrahdale. 


Metropolitan—Perth recorded 266 points at 9 a.m. on the 3rd, which was the heaviest single 
day’s total for July since 1891. There were 17 wet days, on which a total of 689 points was re- 
corded. The remainder of the month was cloudy and mild with maximum temperatures above 
normal. 

The highest temperature for the month was 69-9 on the Ist and 2nd and the lowest 39-0 
on the 27th. : 

Gale force winds on the 13th and 14th caused structural damage in the metropolitan area, 
a gust of 63 miles per hour from west-south-west being recorded on the 13th. 


August. : 
Pressure.—A series of high pressure cells passed over the sub-tropics during the month 


and brought lengthy periods of fine weather. Cold fronts associated with cyclones moving east- ' 


wards south of the continent, caused scattered rains in the sub-tropics. 

Low pressure troughs off the north-west coast, on occasions deepened more than usual and 
moved eastwards. Light to moderate scattered falls in the tropics and northern sub-tropics 
were caused by the inflow of moist tropical air aloft. 

Winds.—Except along the south coast where the winds were mainly north-west to south- 
west, the sub-tropics experienced south-east to north-east winds which backed to north-west and 
later south-west with the passage of fronts. 

In the tropics, north-east to south-east winds were dominant with some south-east to: 
south-west winds along the coast. . 


Temperature—The State experienced a cool month with maximum temperatures below 
normal at all except a few stations. 

The highest temperature was 98 degrees at Kalumburu on the 3rd. Numerous frosts were 
reported by stations in the sub-tropics. The lowest temperature for the month 25 degrees was 
recorded at Bridgetown on the 22nd and the 27th. 


Rainfall—Below normal totals were recorded at nearly all stations in the sub-tropics 
except in the South-Eastern Division where approxiamtely half the observers reported their 
normal August totals or slightly above. 

The De Grey, Fortescue and North-Eastern Divisions experienced moderate falls and were 
above their averages for August. Although the northern tropics continued to have dry con- 
ditions some light isolated falls were reported. 

The State’s highest total for the month was 492 points recorded at Walpole. 
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ifetropolitan.—The weather was chiefly fine and mild with the highest temperature 75-0 
degrees occurring on the 28th and the lowest 40-1 degrees on the 3rd. 


There were nine Wet days on which a total of 334 points of rain were recorded. 
a po. 


A wind gust of 64 miles per hour from the west was recorded on the 2nd as a cold front 
passed through Perth. 


September. 


Pressure.—The main depressions which formed off the west coast passed south of Cape Leeu- 
win on Ist, 6th, 16th, 26th and 30th. During the remainder of the period the major weather 
controls were high pressure systems centred over the sub-tropics bringing cool and relatively dry 
air into the State. 


Temperature and Wind.—South-westerly air flowing around the anticyclones caused almost 
normal temperatures in the sub-tropics during the first three weeks, but a north-westerly air- 
flow during the last week caused temperatures to rise. In the tropics south-easterly winds 
kept temperatures above normal. 

The highest in the State occurred on the 26th when 103 degrees was registered at Kal- 
umbru Mission and the lowest was 27 degrees at Wandering and Bridgetown on the 9th and 19th 
respectively. Widespread frosts occurred on the 9th and 10th in the sub-tropics and many centres 
reported below freezing point temperatures on the 9th. Light snow fell on the Stirling Ranges 
on the 8th. Gale force winds and rough seas on the 26th damaged a whale oil pipeline near Albany 
and washed away thousands of tons of sand from Middleton Beach. 


Rainfall—The dry air flowing around the anticyclones was unfavourable for rain pro- 
duction, but the depressions which passed south of Cape Leeuwin at the beginning and the end 
of the month were intense enough to bring widespread rains to the whole of the southern portion 
of the State. These were sufficient to revive the crops which were beginning to fall back, due to 
a dry August, but were insufficient to carry them on for long. 


The best rains were in the Central Coastal, South Coastal and South Central sub-divisions 
where most stations received an inch or more. Falls in the remainder of Agricultural districts 
were between half an inch and an inch. 


The rains extended to the South-East Division and the Gascoynes but were generally 
light and scattered. In the tropics the only precipitation reported was dew, except for four points 
of rain at Wyndham. Most divisions were well below their normal for the month except the West 
Gascoyne which was 5 per cent. above. : 

The weather in Perth was generally fine and cool. Rain fell on 12 days, but it was mainly 
very light. The highest daily total was 35 points recorded on the last day. 

Temperatures ranged from 82-0 degrees (15-7 degrees above normal) on the 22nd to 41:1 


degrees (9-0 degrees below normal) on the 10th. The highest wind was 45 miles per hour from 
north-west on the 29th.
